LADYSMITH PROBABLY RELIEVED AT LAST 


Report says 4,000 Boers Killed. 


TWo Divisions of Gen Builer’s Army have 
Crossed the Tugela River. Heavy Fight- 
ing, and Gen. Warren Reported Killed.

Winnipeg, Jan. 16, ’00. 
London, Jan. iG: The war office 
has published the following despatch 
from Roberts dated Cape Town. Jan. 
15th: ' 


French reports yesterday that he 
shelled Colesberg bridge. No casuat- 
ties. He returned to-day. No chang 
in the situation with either Methuen 
or Gatagre. : : 


The Stand«rd has a despatch dated 
Jan. 13, from Durban: “A man who! 
had just arrived here from Spriag- 
field says the Br.cish column proceed- 
ing tc the relief of Ladysmith has 
crossed the little Tugela. When he 
left it was facing the Boer position 
on the big Tugela and a howitzen was 
shelling the Boer position. He also 
Says 270 wagons laden for Ladysmith 
had left Frere and it was expected 
that the column would join hands with 
White on Monday! evening. The trac- 
tion engines have been doing excellent 
work in hauling heavy wagons out of 
holes and swanips. This they accom- 
plished with the greatest ease. «The 
British patrols have discovered part- 
ies of Boers in the direction of Enner- 
dale between Frere and Estcourt. ” 


The correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
“raph at Pietermaritzburg telegraph- 
ing on Jan. 11, says: The gallantry 
of the Ladysmith garrison jast Satur- 
day appears to have actually demoral- 
ized the Boers. It is generally ex- 
pected they lost at least two if not 
three killed against our one. 

Cape Town, Jan. 13: There is good 
reason tc believe that the report that 
Sir Charles Warren with 11,000 men 
has gone towards Weenan, is correct, 
and we may expect important news 
shortly. Reporis are received here 
that dysentry is very rife in Lady- 
smith. 

A spetial from Durban dated Jani 
i7th, says Warren arrived within 17 
miles of Ladysmith and the British’ 
wounded are srriving at Mooi -hos- 
pital by every train, indicating severe 
fizhting. 

London, Jan, 19th. 

Military critics ,with the war office 
consider the expected battle along the’ 
tsouth and west of Ladysmith ecn 
hardiy delayed -beyond today. 
Durban reports the fight already be 
gun. Builer is engaged in flanking 
operations with some 13,000 or 14,- 
000 bayonets, 1,200 horses and 40 guns. 
The disposition of his other 15,000 or 
20,000 men is not known. It is like- 
ly the whole army will be in action 
when the hour for a combined move- 
ment arrives.. 

Spearmans Farm, Jan. 18: 
Lyttleton’s brigade with a 
battery crossed the Tugela at Pat- 
gieir’s Drift last ‘Tuesday. The 
water rose above the waists of the men 
The Boers fired two shots and therm re- 
called their forces to the trenches ‘the 
passage being uninterrtpied. The 
British advanced in skirmishing order 
and the small kopjes cn the summits 
were occupied. During night it rain- 
ed heavily. Wednesday the Boer tren- 
ches were vigorously sbelied in front 
of Mount Alice. while the British re- 
mained in possession’ of the plain. 
Mists enveloped the hills but the naval 
guns and howitzer battery made good 
practice thorovghly searching the 
trenches, on the Boer right. A break

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INCOMPETENCY OF OFFICERS. 

The Minneapolis Trilsune has the foi- 
lowing editorial comment in a recent 
issue: 4 

The report that Gen. Methuen was 
to be relieved of bis command in South 
Africa, recalled to Cape Town, sent 
home, and speedily retired from the 
service, has been denied by the (British 
war office. fe 

The reason given for the, proposed 
recall and retirement of Gen. Methuen 
was that his mismanagement of his 
campaign indicated that his mind was 


unbalanced. It appears that he reck- 


lessly fell into the enemy’s traps, and 
deliberately sent his men to deatb on 


hopeless enterprise. A sergeant, 

speaking of the fight in which Gen. 
Wauchope was sacrificed through Me- 
thuen’s blundering orders says: “With 
proper handling we could have cleared 
the Boers out in twohours. As it was, 
we were taken in a ‘butcher’s shop and 
left there.” 

This is a terrible arraignment, and 
ali the evidence wou!d seem to be suf- 
ficient to convict Methuen of being 
afflicted either with an unbalanced 
mind or natural incapacity. But when 
we look at the work of the other com- 
manding generals—Bulier and Gatacre 
—we are moved to inquire whyrMe- 
thuen is especially selected for a Saape- 
goati? The other two have given 
quite as conclusive evidence of unbal- 
anced minds or incapacity. 

With all of them it has been nothing 
but blunder after blunder and tactics 


of which the veriest tyro in military 
science should Le ashamed, We should 


think that, in view of the sacrifice of 
so many splendid men’ to mo purposs 
by these blundering generals, that the 
British people would cry out as with 
one voice for the removal and retire- 
ment of all of them. 

We recognize the fact that it is eas- 
ier fo critcise than to plan andj con~- 
duct n campaign, and that the posi- 
tion of the British armies in South Af- 
rica has been a very difficult one. But 
we must also remember that these 
commanders were experienced soldiers 
who entered upon their tasks with 
great reputations, and that the Brit- 
ish public had a right to expeck much 
of them. We also recollect that our 


! own generals in the civil war encount- 


ered situations just as difficult and 
did not deliberately play into the 
hands of the enemy at every! move 
they made. 

We believe that when the history of 
the war in South Africa up to date 
is written up it will present a record 
of incompetency on the part of the! 
British commanding generals hard to 
parallel in the history of any war 
of magnitude, ancient or modern.

The ‘Daily News’ correspondent 
writes: “The historian who writes @ 
truthful story of the battle of Mod- 
der river will have a strange story 
to tell, if all one hears is gospel! Stor- 
ies of guides who reported Modder 
river to be held by 600 Boers; of a regi- 
ment sent out to clear them oud 
and finding 12,009; of regiments|flank- 
ing the enemy’s position and with 
in a few hundred yards of his guns 
having to retire because. they were 
shelled by their own artillery.

The 
wounded fell out and were in most 
case left for the stretcher-bearers 
did not dare to enter the zone of; fire.

It is said in « that 
Lord Kitcherier is reatly chie? in 
South Africa, «nd Lord Roberts a 
figurehead, says a London cable to the 
Heral®. It happened thus: 

The national defence committee met 
and decided that Lord Kitchener was 


the man for the place. He wag Lord 
Salisbury’s nomination, but’ endless 

difficulties were in the way. The trou- 
bie was that Lord Kitchener was the 
junior of Generals Buller, Warren'and 
others, but Lord Salishury is never 
beaten upon a technicality, and his 
solution of the problem was to send 
Lord Roberts who will restore the 
confidence ofthe men by his' presence 
as field marshal while Lord Kitchen- 
er, being his aide, will be enabled, un- 
der cover ot his superior, to conduct\ 
the campaizn. The genera! opinion is 
that the idea is good. 

London, Jan. 13.—The Daily Tele- 
graph has the following despatch dat- 
ed Jan. 9, from Frere camp? “A' heavy 
storm bas been raging all night and 
there is every prospect that it will 
continue. The reads are impassible 
and the rivers and spruits are full, 


“There has been no firing at J.ady- 
smith or Colensc. The trenches must 
be filled with water. The Boers are 
holding Mount Hlagnwana, but they 
ate certainly quite isolated, as their 
bridge over the Tugela must have been 
carried away.” 

The casualty list from the fightingi 
at Ladysmith on Saturday, Jan. 6th, 
is completed, showing 15 officers kill- 
ed, 26 wounded, and 135 killed and, 144 
wounded in the rank and file. The 
aggiegate of casualties being 420 or 
about five per cent) of the probable 
strength of the garrisoa fit for duty, 
As the named represent eighteen 
military organizations, it is clear 
that nearly the whole garrison was 
eagaged in the seventeen hours fight. 

This list disposes effectively of the 
Boer reports of their own losses.; These 
losses were evidently heavy unless 
Gen. White’s men were forced. to spare 
their ammunition. 

Col. Dick-Cunyngham, of the Gordon 
Highianders, who won the Victoria 
Cross in the Afghan campaign of 
1878-80 for rallying his men at the 
summit oi the ‘Sherpur Pass when they 
were wavering, is among the dead. He 
was with Gen. Roberts in the march 
to Kandahar and belonged to the, In- 
dian school of fighters. He was at 
Majuba and was wounded at Elands- 
laagte. 

Capt. Lafont, of ihe Devonshire bat- 
talion, was also killed in Saturday’s 
fight. 

The others killed were Major Miller- 
Walnutt, anether Gordon Highlander, 


who kad been constantly under fire in 
Egypt, the Soudan and Chitral and had 


won decoration after decoration and 
had beeen one of the heroes of Dargai. 

Majors McWorth and Bowen, who 
were killed with nine liewtenants,were 
officers of less distinctiom and later 
despatches announce the death of 
Lord Ava, Lord Dufferin’s son. He 
had formerly been connected with the 
Lancers, but was serving at Lady- 
smith with the Royal. Army Medical 
corps. 

Lord Chelmsford’s nephew, Major 
Thesiger, Major Simpson, of the Man- 
chester battalion, and Capt, Carnegie. 
Lord Southesk’s son, were among the 
wounded. 

Major Karri Lavis, of the Tmperial 
Light Horse, who had been a promin- 
ent member in the reform case in 
Johannesburg, was also wounded on 
Gaiturday. He tuok part in the re- 
cent dashing exploit of destroying the 
enemy’s guns in the midnight — sortie, 


Major Edwards, who commanded the 


Light Horse, in the sortie, was an- 
other of the wounded. 
Rensburg, Cape Coleny, Jan. 13.—A 


strong force of British troops ad- 
vanced this morning under cover of_a 
brisk artillery fire and encamped at 
Slingersfontein on the Boers’ eastern 
flank. The Boer patrols retired, but
